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U. S. Turns to 
Black Market in 
Meat Shortage 


By United Press 
The government's all-out drive 
against the black market and a 
shortage of feed were exacted to- 
day to force more meat into le- 
gitimate channels to relieve 
the 


current shortage which some deal- 
ers said was the worst since Pearl 
Harbor. 


Some areas were entirely with- 


out meat. Others reported that re- 
tailers were getting only 20 to 25 
per cent of the 
normal supply 


with the remainder going to the 
black market. 


The Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation entered the meat picture .for 
the first time today as the gov- 
ernment stepped up its drive. Gov- 
ernment action included: 


1. Addition of 400 investigators 


to the 450 already on the OPA meat 
enforcement staff to force compli- 
ance with the 
slaughter 
control 
order issued last week. 


2. 
The 
FBI 
began 
checking 
slaughterers' claims for subsidies. 
The FBI agents will look primar- 
ily for fraud. 


Major packing plants were re- 


turned last 
midnight to private 


management by the 
government 


which seized them during the na- 
tionwide 
packing 
house 
strike. 
Packers said, however, that they 
could not compete with black mar- 
ket 
operators 
buying 
livestock 


above OPA ceilings. 


The drive by New York City po- 


lice and health department inspec- 
tors against the black market was 
showing results. 
Retail 
markets 


were barren of beef, but the De- 
partment of Agriculture said 
a 
"near normal" 
supply 
was 
in 


wholesale channels ready for dis- 
tribution. 


The current shortage of feed was 


expected to be the most powerful 
influence in relieving the present 
shortage. 


With the government offering a 


30-cent a bushel bonus to farmers 
to sell their grain to the 
United 


Nations Relief and Rehabilitation 
Administration, 
it was increasing- 


ly dfficult for livestock 
growers 


to purchase any for feed. 


Max Leet, manager of the Poul- 
Irymen's Service Corp., of Toms 
River, N. J., said poultry breed- 
ers in New Jersey would be forced 
to "annihilate their flocks" within 
two or three weeks if the current 
shortage of feed is not alleviated. 


"Since the governmnt went into 


the grain buying business, 
cattle 


breeders have only one alterna- 
tive — slaughtering," said James 
'Q'.Neill,, vice, president of the "Con- 
tinental Grain Co. of New York. 


Grain dealers are restricted to 
buying 75 per cent of their 
last 
year's supply yet even that is un- 
obtainable. 


Meanwhile, Chicago 
and 
San 


Francisco reported .the meat fam- 
ine the most acute since the OPA 
started 
rationing 
shortly 
after 
Pearl Harbor. 


In Chicago, where meat was vir- 


tually non-existent, the dealers said 
the supply was going into the black 
market and to eastern buyers. La- 
bor unions, however, claimed that 
the packers were not buying meat 
in an effort to sabotage the OPA. 
The packers challenged the gov- 


ernment to buy meat for them at 
legal prices. 
Many 
meat 
retail 
showcases 


were empty in New York and in 
Los Angeles retailers had only 20 
to 25 per cent of the normal sup- 
ply.The Southern California 
Retail 


Meat Dealers Association said that 
big packers had reduced slaughter 
to 30 to 40 per cent of normal be- 
cause they can't buy cattle at pres- 
ent OPA prices. 
In. Washington, Price Chief Paul 
Porter was optimistic about 
the 


outcome of the new campaign to 
drive the black market out of exist- 
ence. 


"While we don't expect complete 
success at once," he 
explained, 
"we expect that conditions 
will 


sharply improve as more and mpre 
black market operators are forced 
out of business." 
He 
emphasized, however, that 


the OPA must have the

Bridges Would 
Keep Justices 
From Politics 


Washingnol, April 30 —(/P) —Sen. 
Slyles Bridges, R., N. H., 
today 


asked congress to require all new 
Supreme court justices to stay out 
of politics and devote their 
full 
time to court business. 


Bridges, in a speech 
prepared 


for delivery to the Senate, chal- 
lenged the outside activities of As- 
sociate Justices Robert H. Jack- 
son and Hugo L. Black, although 
he did not refer to them by name. 


Jackson is chief U. S. prosecu- 
tor at the Nazi war crimes trials 
in Nuernberg, and Bridges com- 
plained that 16 court decisions had 
been delayed because of his long 
absence. 


And in a remark which 
could 


apply only to Black as senior as- 
sociate justic-a, Bridges said: 
"II has been said that one as- 


sociate justice, who in the stalu- 
lory order of precedence is eligi- 
ble lo become acting chief justice, 
has assisted in spearheading the 
nation-wide drive of the so-called 
political action committee." 


Bridges disclosed he had 
pre- 
pared a bill to require each new 
court apnointee to pledge that he 
would devote his entire time to the 
duties of the court. 'The pledge 
would include a promise not to en- 
gaged directly or indirectly in poli- 
tical activities or lend the use of 
his name to movements of a pub- 
lic character other than those that 
might be permitted by law or by 
a vote of the other Supreme court 
justices. 


As the new restriction would not 


apply to 
already-appointed 
jus- 
tices, Bridges calleld for its enact- 
ment befor-e President Truman ap- 
points a successor to the late Chief 
Justice Harlan F. Slone or a new 
associate justice.

U. S. Has Plenty of Papers, 
Documents Damning Franco's 
Regime in UN Investigation

war when the Axis was on its way 
to defeat and when Generalissimo 
Francisco Franco tried to sit on 
the Allied side of the fence. 


Details of the information Amer- 


ican officials will present to the 
Security Council's first investigat- 
ing committee were Mot revealed. 


The special five-nation subcom- 


mittee created by the U. S. Se- 
curity Council late yesterday, got 
to work immediately and held its 
first meeting within a few minutes 
after it was formally voted into 
existence by 10 of the 11 council 
members. 


Only Soviet Russia,

nouncing the plan to seek more 
fact a b o u t 
Franco 
abstained 


from voting. But Russia agreed io

right to veto such a preliminary 
innuiry.

first business session will be held
